A big grocer in Los Angeles 
has decided to reduce the cost 
of living 20 per cent without 
wafting for the Government to 
revise the tariff or bust the 
trust. 

This is how he does it: Sells 
only on a cash basis, thus saving 
the annual expenses of $30,000 
for collecting and bookkeeping. 

Customers who want to main- 
tain a running account deposit 
cash and are credited 3 per cent 
interest on the unused balances. 

He abolishes all free deliveries 
charging 5 per cent on all goods 
sent to the customers house. As 
he formerly figured 20 per cent 
as cost of delivery, the customer 
is ahead to the tune of 15 per 
cent. 

He slated 20 per cent from the 
price of all goods on the day that 
this system was put into prac- 
tice. 

A saving of one-fifth of the 
grocery bills of the nation would 
add very materially to the com- 
fort of life in millions of homes.
